Canada's. Productive Duty 

“Supposing every farmer in Canada 
were to enlarge his wheat production 
by putting five acres more under crop 

fad this year, the total pro- 
duction of wheat in this country would 
be increased by fifty million bushels. 
If each farmer were to sow ten acres 
more wheat, the increase. would be 
doubled, Surely it should be a’simple 
matter to get every farmer in Canada 
to enlarge his acreage by this sma 
amount. There may be a few wh». 
could not do it, but this ‘ck would be 
offset by the work of those who could 
easily add fifty or a hundred acres. 

“The only possible difficulty lfes in 
the mattér of finance. Some farmers 
may not be able to pay for the labor 
required to cultivate and seed down 
an extra ten acres. The work of a 
national commirsion and the various 
provincial committees should be di- 
rected towards helping these particu- 
lar farmers. The financing of them 
would not be a serious problem nor 
an onerous undertaking. The amount 
of capital involved would be very 
small, — : 

“This is he problem which is before 
the Canadian people. It is the pressing 
problem. It should be considered seri- 
ously and promptly. In Eastern Can- 
ada the land must be preparec and 
seeded within six weeks. In Western 
Canada the land must be prepared for 
seeding within the same period. There 
is no time for deiay.” : 

The foregoing is from. the Canadian 
Courier. In. ‘owns and cities cutliva- 
tion of allotted garden plots (in out- 
side subdivisions and vacant lots) 
should next spring be encouraged 
among families of working men. “Back

A 
flock of grouse enabled them to pro- 
vision and the ascent was hegun ouce 
more, On Aug. 25 they reached with 
in 800 feet of the summit. ~ Here great 
ice caves, with icicles 60 feet in length 
at their mouths, blocked prcgress.

FIGHTING FOR THE FRENCH 


Black and Yellow Soldiers Whe Live 
Under the French Flag Are New 


Rendering Valiant Service—Are Veh 
-erans of. Previ Wars. 


No troops figh under the Trt 
color have resisted more 4 
ly the German advance than have the 

urcos.. On at least one occasion 
their charge put to utter rout an op 
posing body of Germans. On another 
occasion they were able to get close 
to the German lines before it was dis: . 
covered that they were enemies, their 
khaki uniform having deceived the 
Germans, who thought it was the dull 
grey of their own men. In 
home they have exhibited an impetu- 
osity that quite equals the best French 
traditions and there seems every rea- 
‘son to believe that when properly led 
they will be among the most valuable 
soldiers that can be employed againsg 
the common foe. The ‘Turcos are the 
native black and yellow troops of 
Africa who live under the French flag. 
Many of them are of Arab blood and 
to fight is as natura] for them as 
eat, Moreover, France, like Britain, 
has employed native troops for two 
generations to put down risings of 
hostile natives and the Turcos will 
have more right to call themselves

Nor is this the first time they have 
been employed on European soil In 
the Franco-Prussian war, France calb 
ed upon some of her legions from Ak 
giers and if she had called upon more 
of them it is possible that the war 
would have had a different ending.

German infantry with heavy loss, and 
under McMahon at Worth they hacs | 
ed their way through the solid Ger 
man ranks. Although they were not 
then fighting for their fatherland the 
French blacks displayed all the qual 
ties necessary in a soldier, Since then 
they have been brought closer te 
France. The policy of the French gov- 
ernment has been-to impress the na» 
tives in her colonies with the mag- 
niiicence and -importancs of the 
French nation. It is only a few 
months ago that, in pursuance of this 
wise policy, the French war office 
brought several ~~ of Sene 
gambians to Paris. It was said that 
the idea was to show the citizens of 
France what magnificent specimens of 
manhood were to be found in the 
French colonies. The real reason for

- When the 
tourist invades England he is shown 
buildings 700° years old, but Canton’s

-Canton is situated on the Pearl River 
in the south part of China and can be 
reached by steamer from Hong Kong, 70 
miles away. The principal occupation 
for tourists is waiting for the return boat 
and hunting for a breeze which blows to- 
ward the city instead of away from’ it. 
Canton is cleaned regularly during ‘the 
visits of Halley’s comet. ; 

Most of the houses in Canton are two 
stories high. The city occupies 10 square 
miles or about one-eighteenth of tlie area 
of Chicago, which is slightly more popn- 
lous, It does pot stop when it reaches 
the river, but marches across it... The 
house boat section of Canton is very 
large and if the. babies who have fallen 
off the boats in the last thousand years 
had grown up, Canton would now rival 
London in size. 

‘Canton has a large trade in.tea with 
the western world and has a white popu- 
lation of 400. Neithersewers nor typhoi 
fever are Known in the city, a fact whieh 
causes visiting physicians to scratch their 
heads in a puzzled manner.

A light snow fell in the city in 
1835 and the British blew large irregular 
holes in jit in 1861... The first game of

Important Amendment 
To Towns Act 


In the Act to.amend the Towns Act, 
passed at the recent session ef the pre- 
vincial legislature, Section 270a has been 
repealed and the following section.’ sub- 
stituted: 

“The council may for a period not ex 


ceeding four years from the 3ist day of | 


December, 1914, by a by-law passed at a 
regular meeting of the council held prior 
to the first day of May in any year, at 
which two thirds of the members of the 
whole council vote in favor of such by- 
law, provide tor the imposition of a: tax 
to be known as a business tax, upon all 
persons carrying on any trade, business 
or profession within the: limits of the 
town, but the provisions of this section 
shall not extend to any trade, business 
or prefession licensed under the provis- 
ions of this Act. 

“(2) The assessment of any such trade, 
business or profession shall be made 
upon the basis of-the rental value of the 
premises used or occupied for the pur- 
pose of carrying on stich trade, business 
or profession. Sueh by-law shall fix an 
uniform rate, but no tax: imposed here- 
under shall exceed ten per centum of 
the rental yalue of such premises. f 
(3) Tn any town, where. a busines 
‘tax is levied under the provisions of, thie 
Act the form of the assessment roll here- 
in provided shall be varied accordingly.”

Great Britain provide that wills 
soldiers in actual military. service, 
and of sailors, are subject, to special 
legislation, but this privilege applies 
only to wills of personal estate. 
Wills of petty officers and seamen 
in the navy,and of marines, as far 
as relates to their pay or prize-money 
‘must be attested 
wills made by a seaman In the mer- 
chant service must, if made at sea, 
be attested by the master or mate,

The effects of seamen, marines anc 
soldiers killed or dying in the British 
service, are exempt from the regular 
duty; and if .he+ amount to less than 
a hundred’ pounds, they are not pro- 
bated. .In the case of prisoners Of 
war, wills are subject to special re- 
¢ uations. ; 

Under the French law, oral wills 
are not recognized, but soldiers’ and 
sailors’ wills are subject to special 
rules as in most other countries. In 
Germany there is a provisionthat the 
formalities may be relaxed in certain 
ca:es, such as imminent death, a pre- 
vailing epidemic, a state of siege. + 

.ust recently the officers of the 
German warships Goeben and Breslau 
filed their wills with the German 
consul at ‘Messina, so that these 
might come under that classification.

of telegraphy. Wires and ocean 
cables can be cut, but the air is still 
free, at least to telegraphers, who are 
able now to build generators capavle 
of carrying messages across the At- 
lantic, no small task since it takes 
300 horsepower force to make sound 
travel that far. : 

‘The station of the Universal Radio 
Company is making Newcastle, N.B., 


_}@ place to, be talked about. Its seven 


towers are in full view from the 
railway ,station—in fact they are on a 
sixty acre lot of land adjoining the 
railway property. The highest tow- 
er, 600 feet, is in the centre, built of 
steel, and jit is surrounded by six 
towers of wood, each 300 feet high 
They make a striking appearance. 
The power house is of concrete blocks 
and has ‘two electric generators 


driven by oil engines of 250 horse 


power each,: built in Italy. The oil 
will be received through pipes from a 
tank car leading to a tank in the ‘en- 
gine room. The operating building is 
also of concrete, and is for the use of 
forty. operators. ; 

The whole plant is complete and 
the finishing touches are being rush- 
ed night and day on a similar plant 
in Ireland.

The vital spirits were 
acquired in the heart, and' when at 
last the blood with its vital spirits 
went to the brain and experienced a 
sort of refinement for the last: time 
the animal spirits were ‘ separated 
from it and carried to the body by 
the nerve trunks.” 

Such was the idea of the vital func- 
tions in the second century. Today,
